Prospectus. 


PKING  HILL  COLLEGE  is  built  on  a  rising  ground,  five 
miles  distant  from  Mobile  and  elevated  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  above  the  sea-level.  It  enjoys  a  constantly 
refreshing  breeze,  which  renders  its  situation  both  agreeable 
and  healthy.  The  surrounding  woods  afford  the  most  pleasant 
summer  walks.  A  never-failing  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  hill, 
and  within  the  college  grounds,  furnishes  an  abundant  and 
lasting  supply  of  water  to  a  beautiful  lake  where  the  students 
may  safely  enjoy  the  beneficial  exercise  of  swimming.  Long 
experience  has  proved  that,  owing  to  its  position,  the  College 
is  entirely  exempt  from  those  diseases  which  prevail  at  certain 
seasons  in  the  South. 

The  College  was  incorporated  in  1836  by  the  Legislature 
of  Alabama,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  university, 
and  empowered  in  1840  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI.  to  grant  de- 
grees in  Philosophy  and  Theology. 

The  Directors  of  the  Institution  are  members  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Jesus,  which,  from  its  origin,  has  devoted  itself  to  the 
education  of  youth.  They  will  endeavor  to  show  themselves 
deserving  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  evincing  on  all 
occasions  a  paternal  solicitude  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
those  entrusted  to  their  charge,  by  sparing  no  pains  to  pro- 
mote their  advancement,  and  by  keeping  a  careful  and  active 
watch  over  their  conduct.  The  exercise  of  their  authority 
will  be  mild,  without  being  remiss,  in  enforcing  that  strict  dis- 
cipline and  good  order  so  essential  for  the  proper  culture  of 
both  mind  and  heart.  By  this  two-fold  education,  which  is 
based   upon  Religion  and  Morality,  they  will  exert  all  their 
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energies  not  only  to  adorn  the  minds  of  their  pupils  with  use- 
ful knowledge,  but  also  to  instil  into  their  hearts  solid  virtue 
and  a  practical  love  of  the  duties  which  they  will  have  to  dis- 
charge in  after  life. 

The  public  worship  of  the  Institution  is  that  of  the  Cath- 
olic Religion.  However,  pupils  of  other  denominations  are  re- 
ceived, provided  that,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uniformity, 
they  are  willing  to  conform  to  the  exterior  exercises  of  worship. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  established  on  a  large  scale,  and 
is  calculated  to  suit  not  only  the  wants,  but  also  the  progress  of 
society.  It  consists  of  three  principal  courses,  under  the 
names  of  Preparatory,  Commercial  and  Classical. 

I.  The  Preparatory  Course  is  intended  to  last  one  year, 
and  embraces  Spelling,  Writing,  the  elements  of  English  Gram- 
mar, History,  Geography,  Arithmetic,  and  Christian  Doctrine, 
so  as  to  fit  the  younger  students  for  a  higher  class  in  either 
the  Commercial  or  Classical  Course. 

II.  The  Commercial  Course  is  intended  to  last  four 
years.  First  Year. — Corresponding  to  the  first  year  of  the 
Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Second  Year. — 
Corresponding  to  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  Classical 
Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Third  Year. — Correspond- 
ing to  the  fourth  year  of  the  Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek 
excepted.  To  the  ordinary  branches  of  the  Classical  Course 
is  added  an  Elementary  Course  of  Natural  Philosophy.  Fourth 
Year. — Corresponding  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  jears  of  the  Clas- 
sical Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted. 

III.  The  Classical  Course  is  intended  to  last  six  years, 
as  follows :  First  Year. — Inferior  Grammar  Class.  Second 
Year. — Middle  Grammar  Class.  Third  Year. — Superior  Gram- 
mar Class.  To  these  classes  belong  a  graduated  teaching  of 
the  Latin,  Greek  and  English  Grammars,  with  corresponding 
oral  and  written  exercises,  and  easy  essays  in  Composition, 
besides  Penmanship,  Bookkeeping,  History,  Geography,  Arith- 
metic, Algebra,  Declamation  and  Christian  Doctrine.  Fourth 
Year. — Poetry  Class.  Fifth  Year. — Rhetoric  Class.  In  these 
classes,  besides  Latin  and  Greek,  special  attention  is  paid  to 
Analysis  and  to  Descriptive,  Narrative,  Poetical  and  Oratorical 
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Composition;  also  to  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  Sur- 
veying, Analytical  Geometry,  and  to  the  evidences  of  Relig- 
ion. Sixth  Year. — Philosophy.  This  class  embraces  the  study 
of  Logic,  Metaphysics  and  Ethics,  which  are  taught  in  Latin; 
also  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Astronomy,  Higher  Mathe- 
matics and  the  evidences  of  Religion.  At  the  end  of  this  course 
the  degree  of  A.  B.  is  conferred  on  such  as  are,  on  examina- 
tion, found  deserving  of  the  honor.  A  second  year  of  Philos- 
ophy at  the  college,  attended  with  success,  or  a  two  years'  prac- 
tice in  a  learned  profession,  will  entitle  to  the  degree  of  A.  M. 

Although  these  three  courses  embrace,  respectively,  one, 
four  and  six  years,  still  the  period  may  be  protracted,  no  stu- 
dent being  allowed  to  pass  into  a  higher  class  unless  he  has 
undergone  a  successful  examination  at  the  end  of  the  academic 
year.  No  promotion  takes  place  in  consequence  of  the  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  except  in  behalf  of  uncom- 
mon talent  and  application. 

French,  German,  Spanish,  form  separate  courses,  are  op- 
tional, and  are  taught  without  extra  charge. 

The  age  of  admission  is  from  nine  to  fifteen  years.  It  is 
required  that  the  pupils  know  previously  how  to  read  and  write. 

Any  one  coming  from  another  school  or  college  must  ex- 
hibit satisfactory  testimonials  from  the  directors  of  the  same 
and  subject  himself  to  an  examination,  which  will  determine 
what  class  he  has  to  enter. 

Towards  the  end  of  each  term  a  report  is  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardians,  stating  the  condition  of  health,  conduct,  applica- 
tion, progress,  rank  in  class,  together  with  the  result  of  the 
semi-annual  examination.  Every  month,  marks  of  merit  or  de- 
merit are  publicly  proclaimed,  sanctioned  by  reward  or  penalty. 

Leave  of  absence  will  not  be  granted  to  the  students  ex- 
cept for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  President  of  the 
College. 

The  correspondence  of  the  students  is  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Vice-President. 

All  books  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  Vice- 
President  before  they  can  be  allowed  circulation  in  the  College. 
The  use  of  tobacco  is  not  permitted.    No  boxes  containing  pro- 
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visions  are  allowed  to  be  sent  to  the  students  except  during 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  necessary  outfit  for  each  student  comprises  at  least 
two  suits  of  clothes,  one  overcoat,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  two  hats 
or  caps,  six  shirts,  six  undershirts,  three  night-shirts,  twelve 
collars,  six  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pairs  of  socks,  twelve 
handkerchiefs,  six  neckties,  six  towels,  two  bath  towels,  six 
napkins,  a  goblet,  a  knife,  a  fork,  a  spoon,  brushes,  combs  and 
other  toilet  requisites. 

All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with  the  student's 
name  in  full ;  the  other  articles  must  be  marked  at  least  with 
his  initials. 

In  regard  to  visits,  the  following  regulations  are  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  parents,  as  they  intimately 
concern  the  advancement  of  the  students  and  the  good  order 
of  the  College: 

1st.  The  time  for  visiting  those  students  whose  parents 
live  in  Mobile,  or  vicinity,  is  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  from 
1  to  5  p.  m.  in  winter,  and  from  3  to  6  p.  m.  in  summer. 

2d.  Students  from  Mobile  who  have  obtained  satisfactory 
marks  for  conduct  and  application  are  allowed  to  visit  the 
city  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  other  students, 
whose  parents  live  at  a  greater  distance,  are  not  allowed  to  go 
to  the  city,  except  when  visited  on  holidays  by  their  parents 
or  guardians,  and  accompanied  by  them. 

3rd.  All  visitors,  even  parents,  should  avoid  as  much  as 
possible  withdrawing  the  pupils  from  class  or  study.

2:  Books  and  stationery  are  furnished  by  the  College  at  the 
expense  of  the  parents.  3:  No  advance  is  made  by  the  Col- 
lege for  Books,  Clothing,  Travelling,  Dentistry,  Pocket  Money, 
etc.,  beyond  the  deposit  left  with  the  Treasurer.  Therefore, 
parents  who  desire  the  College  to  furnish  their  sons  with  any 
article  must,  besides  the  paying  of  charges,  advance  a  certain 
sum  for  the  purpose,  and  renew  it  when  exhausted.  All  pocket 
money  should  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer,  and  the  quan- 
tity to  be  allowed  specified — for  instance,  25  cents  per  week. 
4:  When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  the  students  are  to  be  sent 
home,  all  accounts  must  have  been  previously  settled  and  the 
travelling  expenses  forwarded,  if  the  balance  on  deposit  should 
be  insufficient.

1. — What  is  the  distance  between  two  small  bodies  charged 
respectively  with  75  and  68  units  of  electricity,  which 
repel  one  another  with  a  force  of  8.4  dynes  in  air? 

2.— A  pebble  is  dropped  into  a  well,  and,  after  6*  seconds,  the 
splash  is  heard.  If  the  velocity  of  sound  under  the  cir- 
cumstances is  1152  feet  per  second,  what  is  the  distance 
passed  over  by  the  pebble  before  reaching  the  surface 
of  the  water?

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Prospectus. 


PRING  HILL  COLLEGE  is  built  on  a  rising  ground,  five 
miles  distant  from  Mobile  and  elevated  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  above  the  sea-level.  It  enjoys  a  constantly 
refreshing  breeze,  which  renders  its  situation  both  agreeable 
and  healthy.  The  surrounding  woods  afford  the  most  pleasant 
summer  walks.  A  never-failing  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  hill? 
and  within  the  college  grounds,  furnishes  an  abundant  and 
lasting  supply  of  water  to  a  beautiful  lake  where  the  students 
may  safely  enjoy  the  beneficial  exercise  of  swimming,  Long 
experience  has  proved  that,  owing  to  its  position,  the  College 
is  entirely  exempt  from  those  diseases  which  prevail  at  certain 
seasons  in  the  South. 

The  College  was  incorporated  in  1836  by  the  Legislature 
of  Alabama,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  university, 
and  empowered  in  1840  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI,  to  grant  de- 
grees in  Philosophy  and  Theology. 

The  Directors  of  the  Institution  are  members  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Jesus,  which,  from  its  origin,  has  devoted  itself  to  the 
education  of  youth.  They  wiil  endeavor  to  show  themselves 
deserving  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  evincing  on  all 
occasions  a  paternal  solicitude  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
those  entrusted  to  their  charge,  by  sparing  no  pains  to  pro- 
mote their  advancement,  and  by  keeping  a  careful  and  active 
watch  over  their  conduct.  The  exercise  of  their  authority 
will  be  mild,  without  being  remiss,  in  enforcing  that  strict  dis- 
cipline and  good  order  so  essential  for  the  proper  culture  of 
both  mind  and  heart.  By  this  two-fold  education,  which  is 
based  upon   Religion  and   Morality,   they  will  exert  all   their 
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energies  not  only  to  adorn  the  minds  of  their  pupils  with  use- 
ful knowledge,  but  also  to  instil  into  their  hearts  solid  virtue 
,and  a  practical  love  of  the  duties  which  they  will  have  to  dis- 
charge in  after  life. 

The  public  worship  of  the  Institution  is  that  of  the  Cath- 
olic Religion.  However,  pupils  of  other  denominations  are  re- 
ceived, provided  that,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uniformity, 
they  are  willing  to  conform  to  the  exterior  exercises  of  worship. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  established  on  a  large  scale,  and 
is  calculated  to  suit  not  only  the  wants,  but  also  the  progress 
of  society.  It  consists  of  three  principal  courses,  under  the 
names  of  Preparatory,  Commercial  and  Classical. 

I.  The  Preparatory  Course  is  intented  to  last  one  year, 
and  embraces  Spelling,  Writing,  the  elements  of  English 
Grammar,  History,  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  Christian  Doc- 
trine, so  as  to  fit  the  younger  students  for  a  higher  class  in 
either  the  Commercial  or  Classical  Course. 

II.  The  Commercial  Course  is  intended  to  last  four 
years.  First  Year. — Corresponding  to  the  first  year  of  the 
Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Second  Tear. — 
Corresponding  to  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  Classical 
Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Third  Year. — Correspond- 
ing to  the  fourth  year  of  the  Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek 
excepted.  To  the  ordinary  branches  of  the  Classical  Course 
is  added  an  Elementary  Course  of  Natural  Philosophy.  'Fourth 
Year — Corresponding  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  the  Class- 
ical Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted. 

III.  The  Classical  Course  is  intended  to  last  six  years, 
as  follows :  First  Year. — Inferior  Grammar  Class.  Second 
Year. — Middle  Grammar  Class.  Third  Year.  Superior  Gram- 
mar Class.  To  these  classes  belong  a  graduated  teaching  of 
the  Latin,  Greek  and  English  Grammars,  with  corresponding 
oral  and  written  exercises,  and  easy  essays  in  Composition, 
besides  Penmanship,  Bookkeeping,  History,  Geography,  Arith- 
metic, Algebra,  Declamation  and  Christian  Doctrine.  Fourth 
Year. — Poetry  Class.  Fifth  Year — Rhetoric  Class.  In  these 
classes,  besides  Latin  and  Greek,  special  attention  is  paid  to 
Analysis  and  to  Descriptive.  Narrative,  Poetical  and  Oratorical 
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Composition;  also  to  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  Sur- 
veying, Analytical  Geometry,  and  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion, 
Sixth  Year — Philosophy.  This  class  embraces  the  study  of 
Logic,  Metaphysics  and  Ethics,  which  are  taughht  in  Latin ; 
also  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Astronomy,  Higher  Mathe- 
matics and  the  Evidences  of  Religion.  At  the  end  of  this  courses 
the  degree  of  A.  B.  is  conferred  on  such  as  are,  on  examination, 
found  deserving  of  the  honor.  A  second  year  of  Philosophy 
at  the  college,  attended  with  success,  or  a  two  years'  practice 
in  a  learned  profession,  will  entitle  to  the  degree  of  A.  M. 

Although  these  three  courses  embrace,  respectively,  one, 
four  and  six  years,  still  the  period  may  be  protracted,  as  no  stu- 
dent will  be  allowed  to  pass  into  a  higher  class  unless  he  has 
undergone  a  successful  examination  at  the  end  of  the  academic 
year.  No  promotion  takes  place  in  consequence  of  the  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  except  in  behalf  of  uncom- 
mon talent  and  application. 

French,  German,  Spanish,  form  separate  courses,  are  op- 
tional, and  are  taught  without  extra  charge. 

The  age  of  admission  is  from  nine  to  fifteen  years.  It  is 
required  that  the  pupils  know  previously  how  to  read  and 
write. 

Any  one  coming  from  another  school  or  college  must 
exhibit  satisfactory  testimonials  from  the  directors  of  the  same 
and  subject  himself  to  an  examination,  which  will  determine 
what  class  he  has  to  enter. 

Towards  the  end  of  each  term  a  report  is  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardians,  stating  the  condition  of  health,  conduct,  applica- 
tion, progress,  rank  in  class,  together  with  the  result  of  the 
semi-annual  examination.  Every  month,  marks  of  merit  or  de- 
merit are  publicly  proclaimed,  sanctioned  by  reward  or  penalty. 

Leave  of  absence  will  not  be  granted  to  the  students,  except 
for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  President  of  the  College. 

Correspondence  of  the  students  is  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Vice-President. 

All  books  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  theVice- 
President  before  they  can  be  allowed  circulation  in  the  College . 
The  use  of  tobacco   is   not   permitted.     No    boxes   containing 
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provisions  are  allowed  to  be  sent  to  the  students  except  during 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  necessary  outfit  for  each  student  comprises  at  least 
two  suits  of  clothes,  one  overcoat,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  two  hats 
or  caps,  six  shirts,  six  undershirts,  three  night  shirts,  twelve 
collars,  six  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pairs  oi  socks,  twelve 
handkerchiefs,  six  neckties,  six  towels,  two  bath  towels,  six 
napkins,  brushes,  combs  and  other  toilet  requisites. 

All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with  the  student's 
name  in  full ;  the  other  articles  must  be  marked  at  least  with 
his  initials. 

In  regard  to  visits,  the  following  regulations  are  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  parents,  as  they  intimately 
concern  the  advancement  of  the  students  and  the  good  order 
of  the  College : 

1st.  The  time  for  visiting  those  students  whose  parents 
live  in  Mobile,  or  vicinity,  is  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  from 
1  to  5  p.  m.  in  winter,  and  from  3  to  6  p.  m.  in  summer. 

2d.  Students  from  Mobile  who  have  obtained  satisfactory 
marks  for  conduct  and  application  are  ailowed  to  visit  the 
city  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  other  students 
whose  parents  live  at  a  greater  distance  are  not  allowed  to  go 
to  the  city,  except  when  visited  on  holidays  by  their  parents 
or  guardians,  and  accompanied  by  them. 

3rd.  All  visitors,  even  parents,  should  avoid,  as  much  as 
possible,  withdrawing  the  pupils  from  class  or  study.

Prospectus. 


PRING  HILL  COLLEGE  is  built  on  a  rising  ground,  five 
miles  distant  from  Mobile  and  elevated  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  above  the  sea-level.  It  enjoys  a  constantly 
refreshing  breeze,  which  renders  its  situation  both  agreeable 
and  healthy.  The  surrounding  woods  afford  the  most  pleasant 
summer  walks.  A  never-failing  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  hill, 
and  within  the  college  grounds,  furnishes  an  abundant  and 
lasting  supply  of  water  to  a  beautiful  lake  where  the  students 
may  safely  enjoy  the  beneficial  exercise  of  swimming.  Long 
experience  has  proved  that,  owing  to  its  position,  the  College 
is  entirely  exempt  from  those  diseases  which  prevail  at  certain 
seasons  in  the  South. 

The  College  was  incorporated  in  1836  by  the  Legislature 
of  Alabama,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  university 
and  empowered  in  1840  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI,  to  grant  de- 
grees in  Philosophy  and  Theology. 

The  Directors  of  the  Institution  are  members  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Jesus,  which,  from  its  origin,  has  devoted  itself  to  the 
education  of  youth.  They  will  endeavor  to  show  themselves 
deserving  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  evincing  on  all 
occasions  a  paternal  solicitude  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
those  entrusted  to  their  charge,  by  sparing  no  pains  to  pro- 
mote their  advancement,  and  by  keeping  a  careful  and  active 
watch  over  their,  conduct.  The  exercise  of  their  authority 
will  be  mild,  without  being  remiss,  in  enforcing  that  strict  dis- 
cipline and  good  order  so  essential  for  the  proper  culture  of 
both  mind  and  heart.  By  this  two-fold  education,  which  is 
based  upon  Religion  and  Morality,  they  will  exert   all  their 
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energies  not  only  to  adorn  the  minds  of  their  pupils  with  use- 
ful knowledge,  but  also  to  instil  into  their  hearts  solid  virtue 
and  a  practical  love  of  the  duties  which  they  will  have  to  dis- 
charge in  after  life. 

The  public  worship  of  the  Institution  is  that  of  the  Cath- 
olic Religion.  However,  pupils  of  other  denominations  are  re- 
ceived, provided  that,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uniformity, 
they  are  willing  to  conform  to  the  exterior  exercise  of  worship. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  established  on  a  large  scale,  and 
is  calculated  to  suit  not  only  the  wants,  but  also  the  progress 
of  society.  It  consists  of  three  principal  courses,  under  the 
names  of  Preparatory,  Commercial  and  Classical. 

I.  The  Preparatory  Course  is  intended  to  last  one  year, 
and  embraces  Spelling,  Writing,  the  elements  of  English 
Grammar,  History,  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  Christian  Doc- 
trine, so  as  to  fit  the  younger  students  for  a  higher  class  in 
either  the  Commercial  or  Classical  Course. 

II.  The  Commercial  Course  is  intended  to  last  four 
years.  First  Year. — Corresponding  to  the  first  year  of  the 
Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Second  Tear. — 
Corresponding  to  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  Classical 
Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Third  Tear. — Correspond- 
ing to  the  fourth  year  of  the  Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek 
excepted.  To  the  ordinary  branches  of  the  Classical  Course 
is  added  an  Elementary  Course  of  Natural  Philosophy.  Fourth 
Tear. — Corresponding  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  the  Class- 
ical Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted. 

III.  The  Classical  Course  is  intended  to  last  six  years, 
as  follows  :  First  Tear. — Inferior  Grammar  Class.  Second 
Tear. — Middle  Grammar  Class.  Third  Tear. — Superior  Gram- 
mar Class.  To  these  classes  belong  a  graduated  teaching  of 
the  Latin,  Greek  and  English  Grammars,  with  corresponding 
oral  and  written  exercises,  and  easy  essays  in  Composition, 
besides  Penmanship,  Bookkeeping,  History,  Geography,  Arith- 
metic, Algebra,  Declamation  and  Christian  Doctrine.  Fourth 
Tear. — Poetry  Class.  Fifth  Tear. — Ehetoric  Class.  In  these 
classes,  besides  Latin  and  Greek,  special  attention  is  paid  to 
Analysis  and  to  Descriptive,  Narrative,  Poetical  and  Oratorical

Composition;  also  to  Algebra,  Geometry.  Trigonometry,  Sur- 
veying, Analytical  Geometry,  and  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion. 
Sixth  Tear — Philosophy.  This  class  embraces  the  study  of 
Logic,  Metaphysics  and  Ethics,  which  are  taught  in  Latin; 
also  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Astronomy,  Higher  Math- 
ematics and  the  Evidences  of  Religion.  At  the  end  of  this 
course,  the  degree  of  A.  B.  is  conferred  on  such  as  are,  on  ex- 
amination, found  deserving  of  the  honor.  A  second  year  of 
Philosophy  at  the  college,  attended  with  success,  or  a  two 
years  practice  in  a  learned  profession,  will  entitle  to  the  de- 
gree of  A.  M. 

Although  these  three  courses  embrace,  respectively,  one, 
four  and  six  years,  still  the  period  may  be  protracted,  as  no  stu- 
dent will  be  allowed  to  pass  into  a  higher  class  unless  he  has 
undergone  a  successful  examination  at  the  end  of  the  academic 
year.  No  promotion  takes  place  in  consequence  of  the  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  except  in  behalf  of  uncom- 
mon talent  and  application. 

French,  German,  Spanish,  form  separate  courses,  are  op- 
tional, and  are  taught  without  extra  charge. 

The  age  of  admission  is  from  nine  to  fifteen  years.  It  is 
required  that  the  pupils  know  previously  how  to  read  and 
write. 

Any  one  coming  from  another  school  or  college  must 
exhibit  satisfactory  testimonials  from  the  directors  of  tbe  same 
and  subject  himself  to  an  examination,  which  will  determine 
what  class  he  has  to  enter. 

Towards  the  end  of  each  term  a  report  is  sent  to  the  pa- 
rents or  guardians,  stating  the  condition  of  health,  conduct,  ap- 
plication, progress,  rank  in  class,  together  with  the  result  of 
the  semi-annual  examination.  Every  month,  marks  of  merit  or 
demerit  are  publicly  proclaimed,  sanctioned  by  reward  or 
penalty. 

Leave  of  absence  will  not  be  granted  to  the  students,  ex- 
cept for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  President  of  the 
College. 

Correspondence  of  the  students  is  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion ot  the  Vice-President. 
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All  books  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  Vice- 
President,  before  they  can  be  allowed  circulation  in  the  Col- 
lege. The  use  of  tobacco  is  not  permitted.  No  boxes  con- 
taining provisions  are  allowed  to  be  sent  to  the  students  ex- 
cept during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  necessary  outfit  for  each  student  comprises  at  least 
two  suits  clothes,  one  overcoat,  two  pair  of  shoes,  two  hats 
or  caps,  six  shirts,  six  undershirts,  three  night  shirts,  twelve 
collars,  six  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pairs  of  socks,  twelve 
handkerchiefs,  six  neckties,  six  towels,  two  bath  towels  six 
napkins,  brushes,  combs  and  other  toilet  requisites. 

All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with  the  student's 
name  in  full:  the  other  articles  must  be  marked  at  least  with 
his  initials. 

In  regard  to  visits,  the  following  regulations  are  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  parents,  as  they  intimately 
concern  the  advancement  of  the  students  and  the  good  order 
of  the  College. 

1st.  The  time  for  visiting  those  students  whose  parents 
live  in  Mobile,  or  vicinity,  is  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays,  from 
1  to  5  p.  m.,  in  winter,  and  from  3  to  6  p.  m.  in  summer. 

2d.  Students  from  Mobile,  who  have  obtained  satisfactory 
marks  for  conduct  and  application,  are  allowed  to  visit  the  city 
on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  If,  however,  for  any  rea- 
son students  go  to  Mobile  during  the  month,  this  privilege 
will  not  be  granted.  The  other  students  whose  parents  live  at 
a  greater  distance,  are  not  allowed  to  go  to  the  city,  ex- 
cept when  visited  on  holidays  by  their  parents  or  guardians, 
and  accompanied  by  them. 

3rd.  All  visitors,  even  parents,  should  avoid,  as  much  as 
.possible,  withdrawing  the  pupils  from  class  or  study.

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PROSPECTUS. 


SPRING  HILL  COLLEGE  is  beautifully  situated  five  miles 
from  Mobile,  on  an' elevation  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above 
sea  level.  From  the  Bay  of  Mobile  and  the  Gulf  of  Mex- 
ico, it  enjoys  a  constantly  refreshing  breeze  that  renders  its  situ- 
ation both  agreeable  and  healthy.  The  extensive  grounds  and 
the  many  well-shaded  walks  afford  opportunity  for  pleasant  re- 
laxation. A  spacious  gymnasium,  complete  in  every  detail  of 
modern  equipment;  a  large  campus  for  baseball  and  football,  and 
an  oval  mile  shell-bed  track,  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  by  the 
lovers  of  athletic  sports.  A  never  failing  spring  at  the  foot  of  the 
hill  furnishes  an  abundant  and  lasting  supply  of  water  to  a  beau- 
tiful lake,  where  the  students  may,  during  the  warmer  seasons, 
safely  enjoy  the  beneficial  exercise  of  swimming.  During  the 
winter  months,  a  recently  erected  natatorium,  handsomely  fin- 
ished within  in  marble  ana1  ornamental  tiles,  with  its  porcelain 
lined  pool,  60x30x4  to  7  feet,  gives  splendid  facilities  for  frequent 
baths.  In  addition  to  the  pool,  which  is  supplied  with  the  purest 
spring  water,  which  may  be  heated  when  necessary,  the  natato- 
rium contains  numerous  shower  and  needle  baths. 

Long  experience  has  proved  that  owing  to  its  position,  the 
college  is  entirely  exempt  from  those  diseases  which  prevail  at 
certain  seasons  in  the  South. 

The  college  was  incorporated  in  1836  by  the  Legislature  of 
Alabama,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  university,  and 
empowered  in  1840  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI  to  grant  degrees  in 
Philosophy  and  Theology. 

The  directors  of  the  institution  are  members  of  the  Society 
of  Jesus,  which,  from  its  origin,  has  devoted  itself  to  the  education 
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of  youth.  They  will  endeavor  to  show  themselves  deserving  of 
the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  evincing  on  all  occasions  a  pa- 
ternal solicitude  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  those  entrusted  to 
their  charge,  by  sparing  no  pains  to  promote  their  advancement, 
and  by  keeping  a  careful  and  active  watch  over  their  conduct. 
The  exercise  of  their  authority  will  be  mild,  without  being  remiss, 
in  enforcing  that  strict  discipline  and  good  order  so  essential  to 
the  proper  culture  of  both  mind  and  heart.  By  this  twofold  edu- 
cation, which  is  based  upon  religion  and  morality,  they  will  exert 
all  their  energies  not  only  to  adorn  the  minds  of  their  pupils  with 
useful  knowledge,  but  also  to  instil  into  their  hearts  solid  virtue 
and  a  practical  love  of  the  duties  which  they  will  have  to  dis- 
charge in  after  life. 

The  public  worship  of  the  institution  is  that  of  the  Catholic 
religion.  However,  pupils  of  other  denominations  are  received, 
provided  that,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uniformity,  they  are  will- 
ing to  conform  to  the  exterior  exercises  of  worship. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  established  on  a  large  scale,  and  is 
calculated  to  suit  not  only  the  wants,  but  also  the  progress  of  so- 
ciety. It  consists  of  three  principal  courses,  under  the  names  of 
Preparatory,  Commercial  and  Classical. 

I.  The  Preparatory  COURSE  is  intended  to  last  one  year, 
and  embraces  Spelling,  Writing;  the  elements  of  English  Gram- 
mar, History,  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  Christian  Doctrine,  so 
as  to  fit  the  younger  students  for  a  higher  class  in  either  the  Com-, 
mercial  or  Classical  Course. 

II.  The  Commercial  Course  is  intended  to  last  four 
years.  First  Year: — Corresponding  to  the  first  year  of  the  Class- 
ical Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Second  Year: — Corres 
ponding  to  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  Classical  Course, 
Latin  and  Greek  excepted.  Third  Year: — Corresponding  to  the 
fourth  year  of  the  Classical  Course,  Latin  and  Greek  excepted. 
To  the  ordinary  branches  of  the  Classical  Course  is  added  an  El- 
ementary Course  of  Natural  Philosophy.  Fourth  Year: — Cor- 
responding to  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  the  Classical  Course 
Latin  and  Greek  excepted. 

III.  The  Classical  Course  is  intended  to  last  six  years, 
as  follows:      First    Year: — Inferior    Grammar   Class.      Second 
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Tear: — Middle  Grammar  Class.  Third  Tear: — Superior  Gram- 
mar Class.  To  these  classes  belong  a  graduated  teaching  of  the 
Latin,  Greek  and  English  Grammars,  wi+h  corresponding  oral  and 
written  exercises,  and  easy  essays  in  Composition,  besides  Pen- 
manship, Bookkeeping,  History,  Geography,  Arithmetic,  Algebra, 
Declamation  and  Christian  Doctrine.  Fourth  Tear: — Poetry 
Class.  Fifth  Tear: — Rhetoric  Class.  In  these  classes,  besides 
Latin  and  Greek,  special  attention  is  paid  to  Analysis  and  to 
Descriptive,  Narrative,  Poetical  and  Oratorical  Composition;  also 
to  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry,.  Surveying,  Analytical 
Geometry,  and  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion.  Sixth  Tear: — Phil- 
osophy. This  class  embraces  the  study  of  Logic,  Metaphysics 
and  Ethics,  which  are  taught  in  Latin;  also  Natural  Philosophy, 
Astronomy,  Higher  Mathematics  and  the  Evidences  of  Religion. 
At  the  end  of  this  course,  the  degree  of  A.  B.  is  conferred  on  such 
as  are,  on  examination,  found  deserving  of  the  honor.  A  second 
year  of  Philosophy  at  the  College — the  Post-Graduate  year — at- 
tended with  success,  or  a  two  years'  practice  in  a  learned  profes- 
sion, will  entitle  to  the  degree  of  A.  M. 

Although  these  courses  embrace,  respectively,  one,  four  and 
six  years,  still  the  period  may  be  protracted,  as  no  student  will  be 
allowed  to  pass  into  a  higher  class  unless  he  has  undergone  a  suc- 
cessful examination  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year.  No  promo- 
tion, takes  place  inconsequence  of  the  examination  at  the  end  of 
the  first  term,  except  in  behalf  of  uncommon  talent  and  ap- 
plication. 

French,  German,  Spanish  form  separate  courses,  are  option- 
al, and  are  taught  without  extra  charge. 

The  age  of  admission  is  from  nine  to  fifteen  years.  It  is  re- 
quired that  the  pupils  know  previously  how  to  read  and  write. 

Any  one  coming  from  another  school  or  college  must  exhibit 
satisfactory  testimonials  from  the  directors  of  the  same  and  sub- 
ject himself  to  an  examination,  which  will  determine  what  class 
he  has  to  enter. 

Towards  the  end  of  each  term  a  report  is  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardians,  stating  the  condition  of  health,  conduct,  application, 
progress,  rank  in  class,  together  with  the  result  of  the  semi-annual 
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examination.     Every  month,  marks  of  merit  or  demerit  are  pub- 
licly proclaimed,  sanctioned  by  reward  or  penalty. 

Leave  of  absence  will  not  be  granted  to  the  students,  except 
for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  President  of  the  college. 

The  correspondence  of  the  students  is  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Vice-President. 

All  books,  magazines  and  periodicals  must  be  submitted  to 
the  inspection  and  judgment  of  the  Vice-President,  before  they 
can  be  allowed  circulation  in  the  college.  The  use  of  tobacco  is 
not  permitted.  No  boxes  containing  provisions  are  allowed  to  be 
sent  to  the  students  except  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  necessary  outfit  for  each  student  comprises  at  least  two 
suits  of  clothes,  one  overcoat,  two  pair  of  shoes,  two  hats  or  caps, 
six  shirts,  six  undershirts,  three  night  shirts,  twelve  collars,  six 
pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pairs  of  socks,  twelve  handkerchiefs,  six 
neckties,  six  towels,  two  bath  towels,  six  napkins,  brushes, 
combs  and  other  toilet  requisites. 

All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with  the  student's 
name  in  full:  the  other  articles  must  be  marked  at  least  with  his 
initials. 

In  regard  to  visits,  the  following  regulations  are  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  parents,  as  they  intimately  con- 
cern the  advancement  of  the  students  and  the  good  order  of  the 
college. 

ist.  The  time  for  visiting  those  students  whose  parents  live 
in  Mobile,  or  vicinity,  is  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays,  from  I  to  5 
p.  m.,  in  winter,  and  from  3  to  6  in  summer. 

2d.  Students  from  Mobile,  who  have  obtained  satisfactory 
marks  for  conduct  and  application,  are  allowed  to  visit  the  city  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  If,  however,  for  any  reason 
students  go  to  Mobile  during  the  month,  this  privilege  may  not  be 
granted.  The  other  students,  whose  parents  live  at  a  greater 
distance,  are  not  allowed  to  go  to  the  city,  except  when  visited  on 
holidays  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  accompanied  by  them. 

3rd.  All  visitors,  even  parents,  should  avoid,  as  much  as 
possible,  withdrawing  the  pupils  from  class  or  study.

PROSPECTUS 


SPRING  HILL  COLLEGE  is  beautifully  situated  five  miles 
from  Mobile,  on  an  elevation  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
above  sea  level.  From  the  Bay  of  Mobile  and  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  it  enjoys  a  constantly  refreshing  breeze  that  renders  its 
situation  both  agreeable  and  healthy. 

The  extensive  grounds  are  artistically  laid  out  and  adorned 
with  many  beautiful  walks  and  an  endless  variety  of  flowers 
plants  and  trees.  There  are  besides  pretty  summer  houses  and 
splendid  statues  of  spotless  Carrara  marble  here  and  there 
throughout  the  gardens. 

A  spacious  gymnasium,  complete  in  every  detail  of  modern 
equipment;  a  large  campus  for  baseball  and  football,  and  an  oval 
mile  shell-bed  track,  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  by  the  lovers  of 
athletic  sports.  A  never  failing  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  fur- 
nishes an  abundant  and  lasting  supply  of  water  to  a  beautiful 
lake,  where  the  students  may,  during  the  warm  seasons,  safely 
enjoy  the  beneficial  exercise  of  swimming. 

During  the  winter  months,  a  recently  erected  natatorium, 
elegantly  finished  within  in  marble  and  ornamental  tiles,  with  its 
porcelain-lined  pool,  60  x  30  x  4  to  7  feet,  affords  unequalled  bath- 
ing facilities.  The  pool  is  supplied  with  pure  spring  water,  both 
hot  and  cold.     There  are  also  shower  and  needle  baths. 

The  college  buildings  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity. 

The  college  is  easy  of  access  from  the  City  of  Mobile,  by 
electric  cars  which  run  direct  from  the  Post  Office  to  the  Hill. 

Long  experience  has  proved  that  owing  to  its  position,  so 
high  and  so  well  surrounded  by  health-breathing  Southern  pines, 
the  college  is  entirely  exempt  from  those  diseases  which  prevail 
at  certain  seasons  in  the  South;  in  tact,  very  eminent  physicians 
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well  acquainted  with  our  American  colleges,  have  declared  Spring 
Hill  preeminently  desirable  for  students  on  account  of  its  climatic 
advantages  and  perfect  hygienic  arrangements. 

The  college  was  incorporated  in  1836  by  the  Legislature  of 
Alabama,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  university,  and 
empowered  in  1840  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI  to  grant  degrees  in 
Philosophy  and  Theology. 

The  directors  of  the  institution  are  members  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus,  which,  from  its  origin,  has"  devoted  itself  to  the  education 
of  youth.  They  will  endeavor  to  show  themselves  deserving  of 
the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by. evincing  on  all  occasions  a  pa- 
ternal solicitude  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  those  entrusted  to 
their  charge,  by  sparing  no  pains  to  promote  their  advancement, 
and  by  keeping  a  careful  and  active  watch  over  their  conduct. 
The  exercise  of  their  authority  will  be  mild,  without  being  remiss, 
in  enforcing  that  strict  discipline  and  good  order  so  essential  to 
the  proper  culture  of  both  mind  and  heart.  By  this  two-fold  edu- 
cation, which  is  based  upon  religion  and  morality,  they  will  exert 
all  their  energies  not  only  to  adorn  the  minds  of  their  pupils  with 
useful  knowledge,  but  also  to  instil  into  their  hearts  solid  virtue 
and  a  practical  love  of  the  duties  which  they  will  have  to  dis- 
charge in  after  life. 

The  public  worship  of  the  institution  is  that  of  the  Catholic 
religion.  However,  pupils  of  other  denominations  are  received, 
provided  that,  for  the  sake  of  order  and  uniformity,  they  are  will- 
ing to  conform  to  the  exterior  exercises  of  worship. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  established  on  a  large  scale,  and  is 
calculated  to  suit  not  only  the  wants,  but  also  the  progress  of  so- 
ciety. It  consists  of  three  principal  courses,  under  the  names  of 
Preparatory,  Commercial  and  Classical. 

I.  The  PREPARATORY  COURSE  is  intended  to  last  one  year, 
and  embraces  Spelling,  Writing,  the  elements  of  English  Gram- 
mar, History,  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  Christian  Doctrine,  so 
as  to  fit  younger  students  for  a  higher  class  in  either  the  Com- 
mercial or  Classical  Course. 

II.     The  Commercial  Course  embraces  five  scholastic  years. 
Its  schedule  of  studies  is  arranged  to  give  a  complete   systematic 
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education.  At  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  a  degree  of  B.  S.  is  con- 
ferred upon  candidates  who  have  passed  successful  examinations 
in  each  one  of  the  particular  studies  prescribed  for  this  course. 

III.  The  Classical  COURSE  is  intended  to  last  six  years, 
as  follows:  First  Year: — Lower  Grammar  Class.  Second 
Year: — Middle  Grammar  Class.  Third  Year: — Higher  Gram- 
mar Class.  To  these  classes  belong  a  graduated  teaching  of  the 
Latin,  Greek  and  English  Grammars,  with  corresponding  oral 
and  written  exercises,  and  easy  essays  in  Composition,  besides 
Penmanship,  Bookkeeping,  History,  Geography,  Arithmetic,  Al- 
gebra, Declamation  and  Christian  Doctrine.  Fourth  Year: — 
Poetry  Class.  Fifth  Year: — Rhetoric  Class.  In  these  classes, 
besides  Latin  and  Greek,  special  attention  is  paid  to  Analysis  and 
to  Descriptive,  Narrative,  Poetical  and  Oratorical  Composition; 
also  to  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  Surveying,  Analytical 
Geometry,  and  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion.  Sixth  Year: — Phil- 
osophy. This  class  embraces  the  study  of  Logic,  Metaphysics, 
and  Ethics,  which  are  taught  in  Latin;  also  Natural  Philosophy,- 
Astronomy,  Higher  Mathematics  and  the  Evidences  of  Religion. 
At  the  end  of  this  course,  the  degree  of  A.  B.  is  conferred  on 
such  as  are,  on  examination,  found  deserving  of  the  honor.  A 
second  year  of  Philosophy  at  the  College — the  Post-Graduate 
year — attended  with  success,  or  a  two  years'  practice  in  a  learn- 
ed profession,  will  entitle  to  the  degree  of  A.  M. 

Although  these  courses  embrace,  respectively,  one,  five  and 
six  years,  still  the  period  may  be  protracted,  as  no  student  will 
be  allowed  to  pass  into  a  higher  class  unless  he  has  undergone  a 
successful  examination  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year.  No 
promotion  takes  place  in  consequence  of  the  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  first  term,  except  in  behalf  of  uncommon  talent  and 
application. 

The  age  of  admission  to  Kostka  Hall,  the  minim  department, 
is  from  nine  to  twelve  years;  and  to  the  College,  from  twelve  to 
sixteen  years.  Applicants  for  admission  to  Kostka  Hall  must  be 
able  to  read  and  write;  and  those  applying  to  enter  the  College 
should  know  well  the  elements  of  English  Grammar  and  Arith- 
metic and  they  should  have  studied  the  History  and  Geography 
of  the  United  States. 
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Anyone  coming  from  another  school  or  college  must  exhibit 
satisfactory  testimonials  from  the  directors  of  the  same  and  sub- 
ject himself  to  an  examination,  which  will  determine  what  class 
he  has  to  enter. 

Towards  the  end  of  each  term  a  report  is  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardians,  stating  the  condition  of  health,  conduct,  application, 
progress,  rank  in  class,  together  with  result  of  the  semi-annual 
examination. 

Every  month  marks  of  merit  and  demerit  are  publicly  pro- 
claimed and  cards  distributed  for  excellence  in  deportment,  appli- 
cation and  success  in  studies.  Parents  should  require  of  their 
sons  that  these  testimonials,  which  serve  at  the  same  time  as  a 
monthly  report  of  standing,  be  sent  home  regularly,  and  that  a 
reason  be  given  for  failure  in  so  doing. 

Leave  of  absence  will  not  be  granted  to  the  students  except 
for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  president  of  the  college. 
The  correspondence  of  the  students  is  subject  to  the  inspection 
and  approbation  of  the  vice-president.  All  -books,  magazines  and 
periodicals  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  and  judgment  of 
the  vice-president  before  they  will  be  allowed  circulation  in  the 
college;  and  parents  are  requested  to  consult  him  before  subscrib- 
ing for  newspapers  or  current  literature  for  their  sons  at  college. 
Boxes  containing  provisions  are  not  allowed  to  be  sent  to  the  stu- 
dents except  during  the  Christmas  holidays.  There  is  a  vacation 
at  Christmas,  but  none  at  Easter. 

The  necessary  outfit  for  each  student  comprises  at  least  two 
suits  of  clothes,  one  overcoat,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  two  hats  or 
caps,  six  shirts,  six  undershirts,  three  night  shirts,  twelve  collars, 
six  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pairs  of  socks,  twelve  handkerchiefs, 
six  neckties,  six  towels,  two  bath  towels,  six  napkins,  brushes, 
combs  and  other  toilet  requisites. 

All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with  the  student's 
name  in  full;  the  other  articles  must  be  marked  at  least  with  his 
initials. 

In  regard  to  visits,  the  following  regulations  are  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  parents,  as  they  intimately  con- 
cern the  advancement  of  the  students  and  the  good  order  of  the 
college. 
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ist.  The  time  for  visiting  those  students  whose  parents  live 
in  Mobile,  or  vicinity,  is  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays,  from  i  to  5 
p.  m.,  in  winter,  and  from  3  to  6  in  summer. 

2d.  Students  from  Mobile,  who  have  obtained  satisfactory 
marks  for  conduct  and  application,  are  allowed  to  visit  the  city  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  If,  however,  for  any  reason, 
students  go  to  Mobile  during  the  month,  this  privilege  may  not  be 
granted.  The  other  students,  whose  parents  live  at  a  greater 
distance,  are  not  allowed  to  go  to  the  city,  except  when  visited 
on  holidays  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  accompanied  by 
them. 

3rd.  All  visitors,  even  parents,  should  avoid,  as  much  as 
possible,  withdrawing  the  pupils  from  class  or  study. 

The  school  year  which  begins  in  September  and  ends  in 
June  is  divided  into  two  terms:  the  first  term  begins  in  Septem- 
ber— the  second  term  begins  in  February.

There- 
fore, parents  who  desire  the  college  to  pay  for  these  must,  be- 
sides above  named  charges,  advance  a  certain  sum,  and  renew  it 
when  exhausted.  All  pocket  money  should  be  deposited  with 
the  treasurer,  and  the  quantity  to  be  allowed  specified — for  in- 
stance, 25  cents  per  week.  4.  When  students  are  to  go  home, 
all  accounts  must  have  been  previously  settled,  and  the  travel- 
ing expenses  forwarded,  if  the  balance  on  deposit  should  be  in- 
sufficient. An  itemized  account  will  then  be  sent  to  parents  by 
the  treasurer  showing  their  standing  with  the  college.  5.  The 
college  will  not  be  responsible  for  books  or  articles  of  clothing 
and  jewelry  left  behind  by  any  student  when  leaving  the  college, 
much  less  for  the  loss  "of  such  books  or  clothing,  jewelry  or 
money,  while  in  the  keeping  of  the  students.

The  age  of  admission  is 
from  nine  to  twelve  years;  Applicants  should  know  how  to  read 
and  write  and  they  should  present  testimonials  of  good  conduct 
at  the  schools  where  they  have  formerly  been  instructed.  The 
inmates  of  Kostka  Hall  have  their  own  dining  hall,  study  hall, 
sleeping  apartments,  play  grounds  and  class  rooms  in  a  grand 
old  Southern  mansion,  situated  about  five  minutes  walk  from  the 
college  main  building.

Proposed  at   the   Competitive   Examination   for    the 
Gold  JVTedal  in  the  fiatutfal  Seienees. 

I.  A  battery  of  artillery  is  situated  four  miles  from  the  enemy's 

vessels;  about  halt  way  intervenes  a  hill  topped  by  the 
enemy's  fortress,  being  over  all  3,500  feet  higher  than  the 
plane  of  the  artillery.  If  the  muzzle  velocity  of  the  shells 
is  1,000  feet  a  second,  at  what  angle  must  they  be  fired  to 
pass  over  the  fort  and  just  reach  the  vessels  in  the  har- 
bor? The  resistance  of  the  air  is  to  be  neglected  and  the 
acceleration  due  to  gravity  is  to  be  taken  as  32  feet  per 
second,  per  second. 

II.  On  the  Croton  Dam  the  high  water  mark  is  150  feet   above
